Boyne school board approves 


Ata special meeting of the Boyne 
City Board of Education, the board 
approved the district’s operating bud- 
get for 2001-02. The budget, with 
total revenues of $9,742,863 and ex- 
penditures of $10,233,035, projects a 
deficit of $841,414. 

Monies taken from the district's 
fund balance to make up the differ- 
ence will take the balance down from 
$1,601,486 to $760,072. 

Expected revenues are down from 
last year’s $10,446,023, primarily due 
to a decline in enrollment in the dis- 
trict. Expected expenditures included 
in the budget are up $136,040 from 
last year’s $10,096,995, 

Though the numbers Jook fairly 
grim, according to school board presi- 
dent Marty Moody, time will tell if 
the bottom line will be quite so low. 
As business manager Carlee Allen 


stated at the mecting. the budget’s 
numbers are conservative. Last year. 
she noted, the budget came in with a 
deficit of $790,000, while the district 
actually ended the year $30,000 
ahead. 

Of course, she added, last year’s 
budget was created without the 
knowledge that the state would be 
utilizing a three-year average of the 
school’s blended count of students to 
determine state funding, a measure 
which added money to the school's 
revenues. The three-year average, 
however, will not be used this year. 
and the likely results will be less 
money for the district. 

“T wish they could do [the three- 
year average count] again,” said Allen 
later. “‘It would make a big difference 
to us.” 

And though it looks like that’s not 


on the horizon, one thing that may 
help is the fact that the final effects 
of the district's Early Retirement In- 
centive program implemented this 
year have not been determined yet, 
and are therefore not reflected in the 
budget. 

According to Moody, eight teach- 
ers retired under the program, and 
only four have been replaced. It has 
yet to be determined whether those 
four teachers will be replaced or not, 
and part of the benefit of the program 
is that even when retired teachers are 
replaced, the cost to hire a new 
teacher is generally less than what 
was being paid out to retain the teach- 
ers who are retiring. In a budget 
where 80 percent of the expenditures 
can be accounted for by salaries and 
benefits, ERI programs can provide 
relief. 


m Keeping tabs on winged neighbors growing in popularity 


irdwatching, it seems, is catching on, in a big 
way. 
According to an article printed in the New 

York Times earlier this year, bird watchers in 
America number more than 50 million strong, spending 
an astounding $25 billion a year on their hobby, 
including feed, binoculars, travel, and high-tech 
innovations to aid them in their quest to keep tabs on 
their feathered friends. 

Heré in northern Michigan, what was once consid- 
ered a pleasant backyard distraction is becoming a 
major draw, with both tourists and residents flocking to 
the woods and wetlands to try their hand at America’s 
fastest-growing pastime. 

In the Boyne area, local resident Diane Strzelinski 
has spent several years, along with her husband Ed, 
immersing herself in the area’s avian offerings. Having 
retired to the area in the early, 90s to a lake view home 
in the woods, it seemed a natural interest for the two, 
who quickly became hooked. 

And, taking a quick inventory of what the Boyne 
Valley has to offer, it’s easy to see why. With multiple 
habitats, including woodlands, wetlands, and meadows, 
a multitude of species. are available for viewing (and 


_ hearing) at just about any time of the year. 


“The Boyne River wilderness area is vital to 
resident birds and nesting migratory birds, who nced 
water, wetlands, trees and edges,” said-Diane. And -~ 
food, too, found by many species in the form of 
plentiful black flies. “Black flies do have a purpose in 
the spring,” she said. “The Boyne River provides the 
flowing, unpolluted water that black flies need for *- 
reproduction. Nesting birds feed black flies to their 


_ young.” The area also falls in the path of many 


‘migratory birds, making spring (especially May) a 
prime time to look to the skies. — 

The Jordan Valley, too, enjoys a variety of habitats 
and the presence of both resident and migratory birds 


of seemingly endless variety, making it a premier 
destination for birders from both near and far. East 
Jordan’s Jerry Aydlott, affectionately dubbed “The 
Birdman,” along with his wife Linda, can attest to the 
wondrous variety the Jordan Valley has to offer. 

“There are morc birds here than just about any- 
where else in Michigan's lower peninsula,” he said, 
noting that same convergence of upland meadows, 
wetlands, and forest. ““We’ve got an array of habitats,” 
Jerry said. 

And though the sheer variety might be enough to 
stimulate interest, the birds, for their part, have always 
been around. So why, then, the sudden upsurge of 
interest? 

According to Linda Aydlott, it seems that the recent 
trend toward environmentalism has something to do 
with it. As folks become more environmentally aware, 
she reasons, they realize the treasures that nature has to 
offer, and develop a greater, more active appreciation 


_ of nature. “It’s a natural evolution,” she said of the 


phenomenon. 

Ecotourism, indeed, is on the rise, and birding is 
something that the ecologically-minded family can do 
as a unit. “It’s good for all ages,” said Diane, who said 
that her 10-year-old grandson, Christopher, has begun 
to share in her interest: Economy, too, is’a factor. 
“You don’t need a lot of expensive equipment,” she 


said, noting that a decent pair of binoculars and a good 


field guide are about all that’s required.. A good pair of 


-binoculars and a bird book, agrees Jerry, can provide 


“literally decades of enjoyable activity.” 


AT FIRST GLANCE, it may seem that birding is a 
simple pursuit, and while it can be, it can also evolve 
into something more complex and challenging. es 
. There are stages, said Diane, of birding, character-

Moody said. “If the trend were to 
continue to drop a few students a y 
year,” then, perhaps, things will be 
tougher. But, he said, “I don’t see that 
as happening.” Numbers this year at 
Kindergarten Round-Up were up, he 
said.

Growing up in a househofd with a passion for 
birdwatching, birds became a natural interest for me. 
Not one I've pursued actively, mind you, but rather 
one I've sort of absorbed knowledge about over the 
years, and found I enjoy in combination with other 
interests, like camping and hiking. 

But in recent years, I’ve discovered that birding is 
also compatible with another passion of mine; garden- 
ing, of course. More and more, as birdwatching gains 
popularity, people are realizing how easy it is to at- 
tract these feathered friends to our own front door, not 
only with birdfeeders, but with creative planting. One 
of my favorite moments in the garden was when, on 
an early morning weeding session, a ruby-throated 
hummingbird surprised me, buzzing over my head to 
enjoy some of the bright red bee balm that was in full 
bloom. What a treat to see him up close and personal, 
with those glistening green feathers and crimson throat, 
poised over the flowers, and then zipping away to rest 
for a moment in the snowball bush nearby. 

If you'd like to attract birds to your garden, the fol- 
lowing plants might help: 

Flowers - asters, Bachelor’s Buttons, bellflowers, 
Black-eyed Susans, thistles, calendulas, chrysanthe- 
mums, coreopsis, cornflowers, coneflowers, cosmos,

phlox, portulaca, sunflowers. verbena, zinnias. 

Vines - clematis, grapes, Virginia creeper, trumpet 
vine. 

Humminesied favorites - ajuga, bee balm, bleed- 
ing hearts, butterfly bush, columbines, coral bells, car- 
dinal flower, fuscia, hollyhock, honeysuckle, morn- 
ing glories, salvia. 

Besides flowers, gardeners can provide shrubs for 
food and shelter, such as junipers, barberry, autumn 
olive, arborvitae, lilac, and cranberry. 

Trees can also provide places for food and nest- 
ing, as well as create a windbreak. Good trees to try 
include white pine, blue spruce, scotch pine, Douglas 
fir, birch, maple, oak, mountain ash, dogwoods, and 
fruit trees. 

There are plenty of places to learn more about birds 
and flowers, even magazines, such as “Birds and 
Blooms,” devoted to the topic. Check out the local 
bookstore or the Internet for more information, or just 
talk to another local gardener. 

Though creating a whole garden area with birds in 
mind could be a lot of fun, you really don’t have to do 
that much to give yourself the gift of a close encoun- 
ter with area birds. 

I haven’t done much more myself than keep that 
bee balm thriving, and, much to my delight, my hum- 
mingbird keeps coming back year after year.

Statistics show new law isn’t working 


TO THE EDITOR: 


Just a few statistics for those interested in the gun con- 
trol debate. 

In the last five years the Australian government has 
“toughened up” its gun laws. This has led to a total of 
660,000 guns surrendered to the government. A “one- 
time” tax hike was imposed upon the people of Australia 
to pay $400 million to compensate gun owners for their 
“surrendered” firearms.

ized by the level of knowledge and 
experience attained. Fledglings are, 
of course, children pursuing the 
hobby. Beginners. are essentially 
your backyard birdfeeders. Inter- 
mediate birdwatchers, she said, can 
name some birds by their songs, and 
can identify field markings, etc. 
Advanced birders have mastered a 
multitude of bird songs, and often 
travel far and wide in pursuit of 
another new species. 

For Jetry and Linda Aydiott, the 
interest came_quite suddenly and 
unexpectedly. As they were 
enjoying coffee in Charlevoix one 
day, they looked out to spy, of all 
things, a yellow-headed blackbird, a 
Species not typically seen in this 
area, with this particular bird likely 
having been blown off course by a 
recent storm. 

The bird, with its spectacular 
golden head contrasting with its 
glossy black body, made a big 
impression. Immediately, said 
Jerry, he went out and bought his 
first bird book to identify the 
unusual creature. “After that, we 
were hooked, hook, line, and ‘ 


sinker,” laughs Linda. 

Most birders, at some point, start 
what is called a “life list,” basically 
a checklist of species which are 
marked off as they are sighted. 
Birders, when they gather, often 
start off by comparing lists, a source 
of pride for many who keep them. 
Jerry, of course, keeps one, check- 
ing off and dating each new 
sighting, as excited today as when 
he started by each new entry. . 

As time has gone on, Jerry and 
Linda have moved beyond just 
sighting birds to learning their 
songs, an art in and of itself. Late 
one winter, said Linda, as cabin 
fever set in, the two went out and 
bought a nature tape, with frog and 
bird sounds, “to settle us down and 
help us get through the last two 
months of winter.” Hearing the bird 
sounds on the nature tapes sparked 
an interest, and so the two were on 
their way to learning all they could 
about birdsongs. Jerry now 
estimates that he can recognize 
about 70 or 80 birds by their voices 
alone. 

Birding for the Aydlotts, as for 
many other enthusiasts, has become 
a lifestyle. According to Linda,

being considered, with the board passing a motion 
at the special meeting to establish a committee to 
research the possibility of operating the district with 
a three-building configuration rather than a four- 
building configuration as originally laid out in the 


bond proposal. 


Under the three-building configuration, the 
district would utilize the new high school, the 
current high school as converted into a middle 
school, and the current elementary school. The 
current middle school building would then be 
available for other uses, with the intent of finding a 
use that would make the building self-supporting 
and therefore remove the expense of operating that 
building from the budget. According to Allen, the 
cost to operate the staffed middle school building is 


$350,000 per year. 


Though the possibility of exploring the three- 
building option was discussed briefly earlier this 
year under the advice of former superintendent 
Dana Compton, the board had not taken action until 
the meeting to move forward. At this point, though, 
“we needed to deal with it,” said Moody. 

“We need to give Christman [Company] some

final decision. 


direction,” he said. For Moody, the subject is a 
touchy one; “This is coming from someone who’s 
opposed all the way to changing what we sold the 
public on,” he said. “But, if dollars dictate, we 
may have no choice. There are some creative 
alternatives we have to look at.” 

Originally, the board had intended to utilize a 
town meeting approach to explore the possibility 
of a three-building configuration, and though it 
will now be assembling a committee to research 
the matter, the board still intends to bring the 
matter to a town-meeting forum before making a 


The projected year-end fund balance, at 
$760,072, is another area to watch, falling below 
the recommended 10 percent of the total budget. 
“It will fall about a percent and a half or so below 
that,” said Moody. But, he noted, the budget is 
aggressive on the conservative side, and, “when 
all the dust is settled, [the district can possibly] see 
10 percent again.” 

And though he's “not happy about the num- 
ber,” he said, “all things considered, it’s better 
than what the number was looking four months 
ago.” Still, said Moody, “it’s better to build up a 
bad number and know that worse-case scenario 
picture and work from there.”

Jerry can be on a business phone 
call (‘‘it doesn’t matter who he's 
talking to”) and if he spots an 
interesting bird outside the window, 
his attention is on it, at Least 
momentarily. “Once you get 
hooked,” she said, “you're always 
hooked.” 

Jerry, for his part, has taken the 
interest to yet another level, 
incorporating nature photography 
into his bird watching routines, and 
taking other birdlovers on treks 
through the valley under the 
business name “Jordan Valley Bird 
Tours.” Formalizing the tours he’d 
given casually for years came, he 
said, out of necessity about four or 
five years ago. Other birders would 
drop by and ask him to show them 
around, and while he loved to do it, 


practical matters made itimpossible - 


to continue the spontaneous outings. 
So instead of stopping altogether, he 
decided to make it a business 
pursuit, one that’s been successful, 


if extremely seasonal. . “The spring 


migration is the absolute best time,” 
he said, though he continues to give 
tours by appointment through the 
summer. 

Though for the Strzelinskis the 
hobby has remained a for-pleasure 
activity, the benefits are many, 
including, said Diane, keeping the 
mind active. “I personally feel it’s 
very good for improving memory 
and staving off Alzheimer’s,” she 
said, noting that many advanced 
birders don’t even write down their 
sightings, but rather commit them to 
memory before consulting their 
field guides. 

“Some people say ‘do cross- 
words’ [to improve memory], but 
that’s not my thing,” said Diane. 

Birding, however, is. And 
working to maintain their precious 
habitat is also a passion the 
Strzelinskis share. 

Members of the Friends of the 
Boyne River, Diane is helping to 
inventory birds in the area, and Ed 
is working on the FOBR Educa- 
tional Plan to help the group meet 
its goal of providing the community 
with a better understanding of the 
need to look after the river and its 
watershed.‘Development and 
logging can change a bird habitat so 
drastically, the bird no longer lives 
in the area,” said Diane. Other 
dangers to birds in the area include 
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high levels of mercury, which is 
killing loons in the area, jet ski 
harassment, and lead poisoning, 
often found in raptors (including 
hawks and eagles) that eat dead 
game. According to Diane, local 
veterinarian John Richter has told 
her that lead is so toxic, even one 
small BB can kill a duck. 

Diane suggests that anyone who 
finds a sick or injured raptor should 
call one of the area’s raptor 
rehabilitators, SEE-North at 348- 
9700, or Glen McCune at 582- 
2022. Anyone who finds a dead 
bird with a band should call 1-800- 
327-BAND, to help scientists 
gather needed information about 
these animals. 


NO MATTER whether it's 
casual backyard birders or ad- 
vanced birdwatchers, it’s clear that 
northern Michigan is the perfect 
place to indulge the interest. With 
wetlands, forests, and meadows, 
both the Jordan and Boyne Valleys 
contain multiple habitats perfect for 
a vast array of birds both native and 
just passing through. And as long 
as humans do their part to be sure 
that the habitat is safe for their 
feathered friends, there should be 
plenty of intriguing species around 
to keep birders busy for years to 
come. 


East Jordan school budget ° 
shows slight increase ; 


The East Jordan Board of Educa- 
tion recently approved the district’s 
operating budget for the 2001-02 
school year. 

- The budget includes revenues to- 
taling $9,313,183, an increase of 2.8 
percent over last year, and expeditures 
of $9,230,575, up 3.5 percent. 

With a surplus of $82,608, the pro- 
jected general fund balance will in- 
crease from $874,590 to an estimated 
$957,198 at the end of the school year. 

The non-homestead property tax 
levy for the year is set at 17.7272 
mills.

blended count estimate of 1,276 stu- 
dents, an increase of five from last 
year, at an estimated $6,500 from the 
state per student for the year. 

According to budget notes, vari- 
ables include the fact that the State 
Aid Actis in flux due to decreases in 
the state sales tax, which could result 
in a reduction of the amount per stu- 
dent, and grant revenues, currently 
unknown, could increase. 

In expenditures, one of the largest 
increases comes in the area of elemen- 
tary instruction, with an increase of 
$220,412 (12.3 percent) from last 


year’s $1,801,516 to $2,016,928. The 
increase is due toa variety of changes, 
including teacher salaries to 
accomodate an additional section of 
second grade and a full-time enrich- 
ment position. 2 

All salaries projections reflect con- 
tractual increases of 3.5 percent, and 
all insurance and option expenses re- 
flect a maximum projected increase 
of 7.4 percent in MESSA rates. 

Expense variables include staff re- 
placements/steps and staff retire- 
ments, energy and fuel costs, and the 
impact of “Camp EJ.”

“T didn’t expect it,” he said of the fanfare. And, unfortunately, said 
Evans, was unable at the time to show his appreciation properly. “The 
contractors knew we were going to be closed [for the next few days].” 
said Evans, making it an exceptionally busy day. “I did feel bad [wasn't 
able to show my appreciation with al! of that going on. The bottom line 
is, I like to be able to take care of people.” 

His customers, to be sure, are used to being taken care of. an expecta- 
tion Evans is certain will be fulfilled by his business’ new owners. On 
Thursday, July 5, Evan’s Building Center in East Jordan will become Alden 
Lumber, as the company recently purchased the business, making it their 
fourth lumber yard. “If I had to handpick someone to take over my busi- 
ness, it would be them,” said Evans. “They're very good people. I’m 
concerned about my customers, I know they'll take good care of them.” 

Customer service is something Evans has learned a lot about over the 
course of the 43 years he’s spent in the business. In 1958. he first found 
himself, fresh from high school, working at Ken Diller Lumber Company.

‘How do you feel?’ said Evans. “L just feel very grateful I'm at this 
point where I can do this. 

“The support of my family through the years of business has been un- 
believable. and | always thank the Lord for the success in business,” he 
said. “I have a grateful heart.”

EJ Learning Lab 
has positive 


impact on students" 


Recently, 26 students from the 
East Jordan Learning Lab received 
their General Education Development 
(GED) diplomas at'a commencement 
ceremony at the Traverse Bay Area 
Career Tech Center in Traverse City. 

The graduates, who range in age 
from 17 to 55, prepared for the five- 
part exam through the Northwest 
Michigan Works! learning lab housed 
in the lower level of the Jordan Val- 
ley District Library. 

According to program instructor 
Patti Hodge, the program continues 
to enjoy increased enrollment, and is 
currently making software upgrades, 
including the addition of Plato Plat- 
form for basic through advanced read- 
ing and math skills. 

_ The learning lab is also preparing 
for.a bigger change, with the upcom- 
ing statewide revamp of the GED test. 
Students who have already taken parts 
of the test are urged to complete all 
parts by December of this year, said 
Hodge, after which the parts they’ ve 
completed will no longer be valid, 
meaning starting over. 

According to Toni Felter, who ad- 
ministers the GED in the local area, 
the test is being overhauled for a va- 
riety of reasons, including keeping 
current with the times and evolving 
teaching styles, to bring the informa- 
tion in the tests “more current with 
what today’s life is like.” 

The changes have been in the 
works for three or four years, said 
Felter, though originally the idea was 
to have the changes made by the turn 
of the century. 

“But when you start reworking a 
test, it becomes a little more compli- 
cated,” she said. 

The test itself, which consists of 
five parts, including literature, math, 
social studies, science, and writing 
comprehension, will undergo funda- 


mental changes which include more 
application and the use of calculators, 
as well as a focus on environment, 
health, and civics. Critical thinking 
problems will also be emphasized. 

The application process ts alsa 
more detailed, to provide testers with 
more information about who is tak- 
ing the test and why, to help deter- 
mine “what we need to be thinking 
about with clientele,” said Felter. 

The grading of the test should be 
more expedient under the new format, 
she said. The new test will be sent 
out to be graded, and “hopefully, (the 
results] will come back via the 
Internet.” 

Though the test is changing, as- 
sistance with preparation will still be 
available same as always through the 
East Jordan Learning Lab, as well as 
other labs throughout the area, includ- 
ing in Traverse City, Petoskey, 
Mancelona, Cadillac, Kalkaska, and 
Manistee. The labs are open year- 
round for both GED preparation and 
high school completion classes. 

Learning Labs also offer assis- 
tance to individuals wanting to up- 
grade specific workplace skills or 
learn basic computer literacy, with 
individualized instruction available in 
Windows, Microsoft Word, Excel, 


Access, and Power Point. Beginning . 


and advanced keyboarding are also 
offered. 

Other instructional programs in- 
clude basic reading for adults as well 
as learning English as a second lan- 
guage. 

According to Hodge, all learning 
lab instruction is self-paced and indi- 
vidualized, and is offered free to 
adults.
